Data will be entered into the computerized docket system by the docket 
specialist. . . . 

3. The attorney, or secretary for the attorney, then reviews the 
incoming document, compares it with the file, and then compares it with what 

the docketing department has entered.* . . 

2. This procedure was followed during the processing of the Interview Summary 
dated August 27, 2002, and received by Dorsey & Whitney, Denver, Colorado, on 
September 3, 2002. 

3. I have been a Docket Specialist for the past 7 years, 2 with Dorsey & Whitney. 
The Denver office of Dorsey & Whitney receives approximately 50-75 pieces of mail per 
day on behalf of 13 patent and trademark attorneys. 

4. The attorney who was prosecuting this application indicated to me that there was 
no response needed to the Interview Summary. He had had a telephone conference with 
the examiner that had resolved the issue. 



5. To my knowledge this is the only error of this type made in our office in the two 
years I have been with the firm.
